To find out why people are so excit- 
ed about the Incredible Universe, we 
traveled to the new Arlington store, 
which sits about halfway between Dallas 
and Fort Worth. After hearing about the 
store’s 220,000-square-foot floor, we ex- 
pected to find a warehouse full of dis- 
counted VCRs and TVs. But instead, we 
found what videophiles have long 
awaited —a painless, fun way to shop. 

In a facility the size of three football 
fields, the Incredible Universe stocks 
and displays virtually any electronic 
product you might want. The video de- 
partment showcases 315 different TV 
sets, 72 VCRs and 78 camcorders.

That's virtually every major-brand video 
product available in the U.S., all up and 
running so you can easily compare them.

able home theater demo rooms. And the 
Incredible Universe checks local adver- 
tised prices every day to make sure each 
product sells at the lowest price in town. 

Shoppers can kick the tires all they 
want without fear of confronting an 
overaggressive salesperson. In fact, the 
store’s staff aren’t considered salespeo- 
ple —they’re referred to as “cast mem- 
bers.” They’re not on commission, and 
they can’t accept spiffs, the bonuses 
manufacturers pay salespeople to push a 
certain product. In fact, the cast mem- 
bers don’t seem to care what you buy, as 
long as you're happy. 

Upon entering the Incredible Uni- 
verse for the first time, each shopper is 
issued a membership card. To make a 
purchase, you present your card to a cast 
member, who reads its barcode with a 
light pen attached to a GRiD pen-acti- 
vated handheld computer. The cast 
member then reads the barcode on the 
product price tag, and the GRiD com- 
puter transmits instructions via radio to 
the store’s main computer. 

The computer tells the warehouse 
staff what to pull and where to find it, 
and a complex conveyor system routes 
your purchases to the checkout counter. 
According to Tandy, the process takes at 
most 90 seconds. But there’s probably no 
need to rush—with a Pizza Hut restau- 
rant, a Mrs. Field’s cookie booth and 
complete child-care facilities in the 
store, you can shop as long as you want 
without worrying about creature com- 
forts. 

Whether or not these high-tech sys- 
tems will offset the high cost of keeping 
such a huge store staffed on slow Tues- 
day afternoons is anyone’s guess. But for 
electronics buffs tired of high-pressure 
salespeople, deceptive advertising and 
poor selection, the Incredible Universe 
stands as an unqualified success.

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audience-reducing NC-17 tag. But a 
startup company called PrimeCut Enter- 
tainment proposes just the opposite: It 
wants to release alternate versions that 
show less skin, not more. 

Targeting audiences that are uncom- 
fortable with R-rated movies, PrimeCut 
plans to bring those films down to a PG 
or PG-13 level by cutting out the sex, vi- 
olence and salty language. Featuring the 
meat of the original films but less of the 
sizzle, these videos would resemble those 
familiar, cleaned-up movie “versions” 
shown on airplanes — except they 
wouldn’t all star Jim Belushi. At press- 
time, the Mission Viejo, California- 
based company was hoping to release its 
first movies in February. 

PrimeCut CEO John J. Lee Jr. ex- 
pects a significant audience for his prod- 
uct. He says there are more than 21 
million children in the U.S. between the 
ages of eight and 15 who want to rent 
movies like Lethal Weapon 3 or Termina- 
tor 2, but who don’t have their parents’ 
permission. Another audience is parents 
who aren’t renting adult-themed movies 
because they fear awkward moments 
when the whole family gathers around 
the TV. 

Video stores are interested in carry- 
ing the PrimeCut product. Tom Foltz, 
director of movie management for West 
Coast Video Enterprises, franchiser of a 
425-store chain, thinks PrimeCut mov- 
ies will appeal to many 55-and-older 
renters — people who bring tapes back to 
the store and say, “It was a great movie, 
but the language was disgusting.” 

But PrimeCut faces a big hurdle in 
getting cooperation from studios and

filmmakers. “If the director is not willing 
to prepare a PrimeCut version, there 
won't be a PrimeCut version,” Lee says. 
And judging from one studio's reaction 
to the idea, the company may face an 
uphill battle: “I think people want to see 
a movie that was made, not a movie that 
was censored,” says George Feltenstein, 
senior vice president of MGM/UA 
Home Video. “If they want to see a 
movie that’s censored, they can watch it 
on broadcast television.” Feltenstein 
grants there might be a “minute per- 
centage” of people for whom a PrimeCut 
version might be appropriate, but says 
it’s not enough to make a business. 
Another potential problem for 
PrimeCut is that some movies don’t of- 
fer much beyond their R-rated scenes. 
“Certainly, I don’t think you can clean 
up a Basic Instinct,” says Foltz. “The 
movie might be Basic, but you can forget 
the Instinct.” —George Mannes

Aiwa has finally solved this problem 
with the MG360, a $600 VCR that in- 
corporates a digital standards converter. 
It records and plays in PAL, which is 
used in England, Germany and much of 
Europe, and NTSC 3.58, used in the 
U.S., Canada and Japan. It also records 
and plays tapes in two standards not 
used for broadcast —NTSC 4.43, which 
is commonly used for prerecorded videos 
in Europe, and MESECAM, a black- 
and-white version of France’s SECAM 
standard that can be recorded from 
SECAM sources. It also plays SECAM 
tapes in black and white. 

Almost all countries use one or more 
of these standards. However, Aiwa’s 
manual cautions that the VCR cannot 
be used in Argentina, Brazil or Uruguay 
(which use exotic versions of PAL), so it 
is not a complete multistandard solu-

A quick timer allows automatic re- 
cording for up to four hours in 30-min- 
ute increments, and the programmable 
timer has six one-shot events and one 
weekly event. The timer may be used for 
line sources as well as for off-air re- 
cordings. It is capable of simulcast re- 
cording, and has a number of automatic 
operations like on/play and rewind/off/ 
eject. 

The MG360 looks like a conven- 
tional VCR, except for an exposed 
NTSC/thru/PAL switch to select the 
output standard for the digital convert- 
er, and indicators for PAL, MESECAM, 
NTSC 3.58, NTSC 4.43 and auto track- 
ing. The thru mode outputs the stand- 
ard recorded on the tape. Transport 
controls are also exposed on the front. 
Inside a compartment door (which can 
be removed) are the cassette hatch and 
buttons for eject, standard selection, 
channel, tracking, input select and other 
functions. The compartment also con- 
tains buttons for eject, standard selec- 
tion, channel, tracking, input select and 
other functions. The compartment also 
contains buttons for programming 
which, thanks to the success of onscreen 
programming, we haven’t seen in quite 
some time. 

The rear panel resembles that of 
most other mono VCRs—RCA jacks for 
video/audio input and output, and 
buttons for standard selection, tracking 
and clock/counter functions. You can’t 
program the VCR from the remote con- 
trol. 

Except for the two buttons that se- 
lect the standard of the video output 
and the tape being played or recorded, 
the MG360 works like any other simple 
VCR without onscreen display. There 
are four buttons that let you set the tun- 
ef: preset, auto program, add/erase and 


TV/CATV. Three others operate the | 


clock and counter, and there are five 
more for the clock, timer and one-touch 
record. Two do multiple duty for chang- 
ing channels, setting clock and timer, 
and manual tracking adjustment. 
Exposing the cassette hatch and 
eject button would be less decorative, 
but it would have enhanced operating 
ease. The remote duplicates many of the 
operating controls. Its keypad lets you 
select a channel directly, but there is no 
provision for presetting the tuner, set- 
ting the cluck or programming the timer. 
In NTSC position, the output is col- 
or NTSC for NTSC and PAL tapes, and 
black-and-white NTSC 3.58 for 
MESECAM and SECAM tapes. In the 
PAL converter position, it plays any 
NTSC, PAL or MESECAM tape in col- 
or PAL, and SECAM tapes in black- 
and-white PAL. Since there is no dis- 
cernible penalty for using the digital 
converter, we recommend you leave it in 


the appropriate position for the country 
you're in, unless you need to dub to an- 
other standard. Ease of use is only good 
to very good mainly because the MG360 
lacks so many basic features. 

VCR record/playback has a horizon- 
tal resolution of 230 lines for NTSC re- 
cordings and 240 lines for PAL record- 
ings. The digital standards converter 
uses a seven-bit analog-to-digital con- 
verter. 

Picture quality is very good to excel- 
lent. Audio quality is very good for lin- 
ear track audio—it would be nice to 
have stereo hi-fi audio, but the differ- 
ences between the way PAL/SECAM 
VCRs and NTSC VCRs handle hi-fi 
sound would have made such a feature 
very expensive. Overall, we rate the 
deck very good. 

We expect the MG360’s very good 
performance and breakthrough low 
price to make it a big hit among those 
who need multistandard capability. It 
performs at least as well as most other 
mono VHS decks and, although it lacks 
many common features, it does what it’s 
supposed to do very well. 8

Unless you 
have one of today’s best video monitors, 
using the LV500's S-video output will 
probably improve the picture — the out- 
put uses a high-performance, three-line 
digital comb filter for luminance/chro- 
minance separation that is better than 
those found in most video monitors. 

Its numerous operating modes in- 
clude programming for up to 24 laserdisc 
chapters on both sides, A-B picture win- 
dow with user-selected start and end 
points, and eight other repeat video 
playback options. With CDs and the au- 
dio portion of CD-Vs, you have seven 
options. Auto program editing juggles 
chapter/track playback to fit into user- 
designated time periods — this feature is 
useful when dubbing CDs onto audio 
cassettes. The last memory function 
stores the disc position and continues 
playback from a point just before it if 
you turn off the power in the middle of 
playback. 

The LV500’s unique champagne fin- 
ish matches other Marantz components. 
The front panel holds most of the con- 
trols you need for playback, including a 
shuttle dial for forward and backward 
scan; buttons for play/pause, stop, open/ 
close, chapter/track skip and other func- 
tions; and a quarter-inch headphone 
jack with level control. 

The front panel also includes several 
unusual controls. A soft picture switch 
decreases picture sharpness and mini- 
mizes noise, which can make old movies 
and poorly mastered discs look a little 
better. A theater mode switch kills on- 
screen displays, provides a black screen 
in stop mode and during side changes, 
deactivates the front-panel display and 
slightly shortens side-changing time by 
not reading the table of contents on the 
second side of a laserdisc. A display but- 
ton kills the player’s display panel, leav- 
ing a single LED reminder, and a single 
play button pauses the player after a sin- 
gle chapter or track, which is conve- 
nient for karaoke. The direct CD button 
deactivates the video circuitry for clean- 
er sound, and only allows the disc tray to 
open far enough to load a CD, which 
speeds the loading process. 

The rear panel offers an S-video out- 
put, two video outputs and two stereo 
audio outputs. There is no RF input or 


output, so if you have an older TV set 
with no video inputs, you'll have to dai- 
sy-chain the LV500 through a VCR or 
use a separate RF modulator. A Toslink 
optical digital output lets you connect 
the LV500 to a separate D/A converter, 
or to receivers or powered speakers that

ers the TVCR for 50 to 60 minutes, de- 
pending on how you use it. An optional 
NP-77H battery doubles that capacity. If 
you have a Sony camcorder, its battery 
will also work with the GV-S50. The 
unit may also be operated from AC 
using the supplied adapter/charger, or 
from a vehicle’s DC outlet using an op- 
tional car battery adapter. 

The system allows full record and 
playback capability at SP and LP speeds 
for up to five hours on a P6-150 cassette. 
It also plays Hi8 SP tapes, with quality 
comparable to that of 8mm video. It can 
be used in an editing setup —it offers a 
LANC jack for compatibility with many 
editing controllers and, like all 8mm 
gear, it has a flying erase head. 

There is no remote control, but op- 
tional wired LANC remotes may be 
used. With its small screen, you'll proba- 
bly watch the GV-S50 at a close enough 
distance to make a remote unnecessary. 
However, if you use it to feed a standard 
TV set, a remote would be useful. 

With the tuner attached, the GV- 
$50 is about the size of a fat paperback 
with the battery at the back and a tele- 
scoping antenna near the left rear. The 
tuner has plus and minus channel scan 
buttons. A flap further back hides but- 
tons for timer record on/off, timer 
check, clear, menu, enter and cursor 
keys. At the back are a jack for an exter- 
nal antenna and a switch for tuner/line. 

A button on the right front edge re- 
leases the top, which opens like a clam 
shell and swings back past vertical. 
Much of the inner lid is occupied by the 
LCD screen. In the hinge area are a row 
of buttons for menu, enter, brightness 
minus and plus, and volume minus and 
plus. The brightness buttons double as 
left and right cursors in menu mode. 
The volume buttons double for up and 
down cursors. 

Most of the front serves as the cas- 
sette hatch, which moves outward and 
upward to load a tape. On its top are a 
window to see the cassette’s supply reel 
and transport controls like play, record 
and stop. On the stationary part of the 
top panel are buttons for power, counter 
reset, display and eject. The input/out- 
put jacks run along the right side, with a 
cover that may be removed but is tricky 
to replace. The battery (or the power 
adapter) snaps onto the rear. 

The GV-S50 is lots of fur to use as a 
TV or VCR because it’s so simple, and 
because its small size makes it so person- 
al and intimate. You probably won’t 
want to watch it at more than arm’s 
length. VCR controls are straightfor- 
ward and well laid out. Play options in- 
clude bidirectional search, still and 1/5x 
slow motion. The brightness and volume 
controls are easy to understand, and

even the menu system has a sufficiently 
small number of items to be manageable. 
The menu options include normal/Mega 
Bass, SP/LP record, hue (tint), color and 
slow tracking adjustment. 

The tuner is the most complex part. 
It has its own menu system, with options 
for timer set, sleep timer, channel, clock 
set and tuner preset. Setting the clock 
and timer are no more complex than on 
other current Sony VCRs. Sleep timer 
setting for up to five hours in 30-minute 
increments is equally easy. Presetting 
the tuner scan sequence is a bit tricky, 
but you can use the channel option on 
the menu and the cursors to select any 
channel directly. Ease of operation is 
good to very good. 

Picture quality is good to very good. 
The screen has good color and bright- 
ness, but as with all LCD screens, con- 
trast suffers if the screen is in strong 
direct light. The VCR performs as well 
as those built into most 8mm camcord- 
ers. Audio quality is good to very good. 
The speaker delivers adequate sound for 
general viewing, but using headphones 
or an external stereo system vastly im- 
proves the sound. 

The GV-S50 earns a good to very 
good overall rating. Its $1,200 price may 


make it a little expensive for only occa- 
sional use. But travelers will probably 
find it a godsend, salvation from the 
boredom of long flights and commutes, 
and a surefire way to keep the kids en- 
tertained in the back seat on car trips. =

accept digital signals. Two orange RCA 
jacks provide input and output connec- 
tions for Marantz’s RC-5 control system, 
so the LV500 can be controlled from an- 
other room when connected to a Ma- 
rantz receiver with multiroom capability. 
Many controls on the remote are not 
on the front panel, and vice versa. The 
bottom of the remote has a shuttle dial. 
Hitting the D-level button above turns 
the dial into a volume control that ad- 
justs the level of the LV500’s digital au- 
dio output signal. The play, stop, scan, 
skip and side selector buttons can be il- 
luminated at the touch of a long button 
along the side. The top of the remote 
houses buttons for multispeed playback 
of CAV discs, audio output, a 10-digit 
keypad and various search functions. 





Because the LV500 has no digital ef- 
fects, you can’t get still frames, slow mo- 
tion or speed play from CLV discs, which 
are much more common and less expen- 
sive than CAV discs. However, the 
LV500 scans CLV discs more cleanly 
than many past players, alternating still 
frames with black frames instead of the 
rolling, distorted picture most players 
produce on CLV scan. 

The disc tray is a bit less robust than 
on earlier laserdisc players and may re- 
quire gentle handling. Unfortunately, 
most newer laserdisc players share this 
fault. Otherwise, the LV500 offers a 
wide range of playback options. Ease of 
operation is very good to excellent. 

Except for chroma PM noise, the 
picture quality of the LV500 ranks 
among the best achieved by combi play- 


| ers. Compared to combi players, it is ex- 


cellent, but a bit short of the best 
laserdisc player we’ve tested, Pioneer’s 
laserdisc-only LD-S2, which is more 


than four times as expensive. Audio 
quality is excellent. 


We rate the LV500 excellent overall. 
If you’re looking for a combi player with 
side-changing and don’t want to spend 
an extra $300 or so for digital effects, 
give the LV500 a look.

When most people choose a new TV 
set, they look over the lineup at a de- 
partment store, pick the prettiest picture 
and pull out their Visa card. Or they se- 
lect the set with the most bells and whis- 
tles. But as video systems have grown 
from simple combinations of TV sets 
and VCRs to home theaters with cabi- 
nets full of gear, a TV set’s rear panel — 
home to its input jacks—has become as 
important as the controls on its front. 

Choosing a TV set that lacks neces- 
sary inputs could mean sacrificing pic- 
ture quality, or having to buy an extra 
piece of gear to make the components in 
a system work together. To help you 
avoid these complications, we'll describe 
each type of input, then help you decide 
which to look for.) 

The most common input is the 
F-connector, a threaded metal tube 
about half an inch long. F-connectors 
accept radio-frequency (RF) signals 
from an antenna or a cable, or from vid- 
eo sources like VCRs and laserdisc play- 
ers. RF signals, which carry both video 
and audio, must pass through a tuner 
before they can be sent to a picture tube. 
Some sets have three F-connectors — 
two for RF input, one for RF output. 

The second most common input is 
the RCA composite video jack. It’s yel- 
low, about a quarter of an inch across. 
RCA video jacks accept signals from any 
consumer video component. They carry 
baseband signals— pure video that can 
be routed straight to a monitor without 
going through a tuner. The brightness 
(also known as luminance, or Y) and 
color (chrominance, or C) parts of the 
video signal are combined, which is why 
this is called a composite video jack. 

S-video jacks, on the other hand, 
carry component video — brightness and 
color signals run on separate lines. The 
jacks look like small black ports with 
five tiny holes. 

Bottom-of-the-line TV sets which 
have only a single F-connector for input 
might be okay for the most casual use — 
in the kitchen, perhaps—but running a 
signal from a VCR or laserdisc player 
through the TV tuner degrades the pic- 
ture. Using the RF jack to connect a 
video source also permits RF inter- 
ference to mar the picture with wavy di- 














agonal lines. Also, many newer laserdisc 
players have no RF output. To connect 
one of these to a TV set with only an RF 
input, you'll have to use a separate RF 
modulator, or daisy-chain the disc player 
through a VCR. 

Basic RCA video/stereo audio inputs 
serve well in systems with VHS VCRs 
and inexpensive laserdisc players. But 
anyone who owns or plans to buy 
S-VHS or Hi8 equipment or a top-of- 
the-line laserdisc player should demand 
a TV set with an S-video input. 

Contrary to popular belief, S-video 
inputs don’t provide more resolution 
than RCA composite inputs. But by 
keeping the color and brightness signals 
separate, S-video inputs can virtually 
eliminate hanging dots (ragged, crawling 
horizontal edges), dot crawl (crawling 
vertical edges) and some color impuri-

ties. These phenomena are caused by 
cross-chroma/cross-luma interference, 
which occurs when NTSC brightness 
and color signals are mixed. However, 
some video formats mix color and 
brightness signals in the recording proc- 
ess, diluting the positive effects of using 
S-video inputs. 

With S-VHS and Hi8 VCRs and 
camcorders, using S-video TV inputs is 
always a good idea. These components 
make good use of S-video’s separate col- 
or and brightness lines because the two 
signals are recorded separately — the col- 
or signal on videotape is AM, and the 
brightness signal is FM. Sometimes the 
signals are mixed in production, but 
properly produced tapes (and all S-VHS 
and Hi8 camcorder tapes) provide dis- 
crete brightness and color signals — and 
pictures free of crawl effects if you use 
your TV set’s S-video input.

The ins and outs of 
TV set inputs 


On laserdiscs, however, color and 
brightness signals are recorded together 
as FM, and must be separated. If your 
TV set has only an RCA video input, 
you have to use the TV’s Y/C separator. 
But if your TV set has an S-video input 
and your laserdisc player has an S-video 
output, you might choose to rely on the 
separator in your laserdisc player. 

We usually find that the Y/C separa- 
tors in TV sets are better than those in 
inexpensive laserdisc players. But the 
digital Y/C separators used in many top- 
notch players tend to outperform those 
in most TV sets. The only reliable way 
to tell which is better is to check it your- 
self. Try using the S-video jacks, then try 
the RCA video jacks, and use the one 
that produces the least dot crawl and 
hanging dots. 

Home theater buffs will want at least 
two S-video or video inputs, or even 
more — after all, who knows what you'll 
want to add to your system next year? 
However, those who already use an A/V 
switcher or receiver can probably get by 
with a single input. If you have an 8mm 
or Hi8 camcorder, you'll find a set of 
front-panel inputs indispensable — much 
more convenient than hooking up your 
camcorder to the back of your TV set or 
VCR. Of course, if your VCR or A/V re- 
ceiver already has front-panel inputs, 
you can use those. 

If you subscribe to scrambled cable 
channels, you'll find the triple F-con- 
nector arrangement helpful. Cable 
boxes often require the use of a splitter 
and an A/B switch if you want to use 
your TV remote control to change 
channels. The extra F-connectors allow 
you to retain the functionality of your 
remote control by connecting the cable 
to the first RF input, then connecting 
the cable box to the set via the remain- 
ing RF input and output. This way, the 
splitter and A/B switch are effectively 
built into your TV set. 

Your best bet is to buy a set that of- 
fers at least one more input than your 
system requires. After all, most people 
buy a new set every seven years, and 
with video technology’s continuing rapid 
advancement, it’s anyone’s guess as to 
what types of components you'll be 
using in a few years. B

Television ghosts — those blurred, multi- 
ple images that have plagued TV watch- 
ers since broadcasting’s first flicker- 
ings — will soon begin to fade from TV 
screens like phantoms losing their ecto- 
plasm. The U.S. television industry, 
backed by receiver manufacturers, is 
preparing to attack the problem with a 
single ghostbusting system developed by 
Philips Laboratories. 

The assault will be launched imme- 
diately on cable TV systems that pick up 
off-the-air broadcasts for retransmission 
to subscribers. The first circuits for high- 
end TV sets should be available late 
next year, according to a Philips official. 
However, not all gremlins will vanish at 
once. It will probably take at least three 
years to include the system in reasonably 
priced TV sets, and it could take several 
more years for ghostbusting sets to work

ference is multipath distortion, a condi- 
tion that also affects radio station 
signals. It occurs when a broadcast sig- 
nal is reflected off an object like a tall 
building or a mountain.

While cablecasters who retransmit 
over-the-air programs can begin to use 
the Philips system immediately, in other 
uses it will require the cooperation of 
both broadcasters and TV set manufac- 
turers. Broadcasters would add a “train- 
ing” or reference signal to the vertical 
blanking interval of the video portion of 
their transmissions. TV sets equipped 
with the system would compare the 
training signal to a reference version in 
its own memory circuits, adjusting the 
training signal to match the reference 
signal. It would then make a similar cor- 








their way into most of America’s nearly 
100 million TV households. 
Nevertheless, the agreement to use a 
single standard is a landmark decision. It 
comes, as we reported last December 
(“TV's Ghostbusting Olympics”), after 
three years of tests on five systems pro- 
posed by some of the video industry’s 
biggest players, including Thomson, Ze- 
nith, Sarnoff, Samsung and AT&T. The 
Advanced Television Systems Commit- 
tee, which ran the tests, unanimously 
voted for the Philips system, which will 
be licensed to other manufacturers.

A feisty new ghostbuster vows 
to exorcise TV’s double vision 


by the FCC for the vertical interval ref- 
erence (VIR). This is a color alignment 
signal, dating from 1974, that automat- 
ically calibrates color pictures on TV 
sets with circuits able to read the VIR. 
But TV manufacturers stopped making 
such sets in 1985, and the signal is con- 
sidered to be obsolete. 

Moreover, TV stations will be able 
to use some of the equipment used for 
the VIR signal to produce the ghost- 
canceling signal. A Philips executive es- 
timates that most stations will be able to 
convert the equipment with a simple 
chip swap costing as little as $200. 

Ghostbusting will sweep through the 
TV world in three stages, in the view of 
John Dahlquist, a marketing executive 
for Philips Broadband Networks. The 
first step will be to build the system into 
professional cable equipment. Next 
comes external units. Finally, the cir- 
cuits will be added to home TV sets. 

“It’s a matter of integration,” says 
Dahlquist. “Today the system requires a 
large box filled with chips and other 
electronic components. As we move 
along the curve of integration, the lab 
will put more and more on single chips. 
The final product will be a single chip.” 

Cable TV systems are now being of- 
fered a professional system for about 
$4,000, says Dahlquist. “Many cable 
companies have severe ghost problems, 
and they'll jump on this technology im- 
mediately. At this level, a $4,000 box 
can improve pictures dramatically for 
tens of thousands of subscribers.” 

In the second stage, expected to be- 
gin late in 1993, an outboard box costing 
about $500 will become available. It 
could be used for master antenna sys- 
tems and by individuals. The box “could 
also be incorporated into high-end 
large-screen and projection TV re- 
ceivers,” according to Dahlquist. Small- 
er TV sets, the kind used with rabbit 
ears, will have to wait for the single chip 
to be developed. 

The system only applies to NTSC 
broadcasts, not to high-definition trans- 
missions. Indeed, each HDTV standard 
being considered by the FCC includes its 
own integral anti-ghosting system. How- 
ever, future TV sets which receive both 
NTSC and HDTV transmissions will 
have to use a separate anti-ghosting cir- 
cuit for each transmission system. .

What exactly does ‘‘double- 
azimuth” refer to? Most new VCRs 
have this phrase printed on the cabinet, 
or letters like “DA4.” I know it refers to 
the video heads, but how do double- 
azimuth heads differ from regular video 
heads?

fl. VCR needs at least two video 
heads to record or play a picture. 
Each head is like a tiny horseshoe mag- 
net, with a north and a south pole, sepa- 
tated by a small space called the gap. 
This gap creates a magnetic pattern as it 
moves across the tape surface. To pre- 
vent a head from accidentally reading 
information from the wrong track, the 
head gap is cut at a slight angle, rather 
than 90 degrees. On a two-head VHS 
deck, one head is angled at plus 7 de- 
grees from the head drum axis, while the 
other is angled at minus 7 degrees. 

But video head design gets compli- 
cated when the VCR can record at more 
than one speed, since the width of the 
head must match the space available on 
the tape for each video track. To compli- 
cate matters more, the heads must also 
be able to produce special effects like 
still frames and slow motion without 
video noise. 

The four-head, double-azimuth sys- 
tem, first used by Matsushita and now 
virtually an industry standard, solves 
many of these problems. The four video 
heads are arranged in two closely spaced 
pairs. Two wide heads are used for SP re- 
cording, and two narrow ones for EP. 
Each set is mounted almost 180 degrees 
opposite the other pair. For regular SP or 
EP record or playback, only the heads

The macro mode on conventional 
camcorder lenses, while useful for shoot- 
ing stamps, bugs and other tiny subjects, 
is useless for shots that call for less mag- 
nification. For example, a normal macro

Made just before the home video 
era, Jaws finds Spielberg using every inch 
of the screen to terrifying effect; he 
would soon start shooting his films flat 
or with a “‘safe area” to accommodate 
the shape of home screens.

PAUL SIMON’S

Home theater isn’t just for movies 
anymore: This state-of-the-art concert 
video fulfills the potential of the form 
like no other we’ve seen. Picture and 
sound are both impeccable, and Simon's 
awesome band of mostly South African 
and Brazilian musicians pushes his songs 
across cultural and generational lines to 
reach a truly broad audience.

PRIVATE LESSON SERIES

disc can offer. The Private Lesson Series 
comprises two separate volumes, “Jazz 
Guitar” and “Classical Guitar.”

the new year’s most 
exciting advances. 


f your New Year's resolution involves 

a promise to stop buying exotic new 

video components, expect to have a 

tough time keeping it: 1993 promises 
a bounty of video innovations. And not 
just new products. High-technology 
firms are reinventing everything from 
viewfinders to transmission standards, 
and we'll be able to sample much of 
their work in the coming year. 

The range is extraordinary. We'll be 
seeing progressive new camcorders, TV 
sets, multimedia systems, game ma- 
chines and computer video programs. 
Important steps will also be taken. to 
prepare for major systems, like HDTV 
and direct-broadcast satellites, that will 
not become available until later in the 
decade. Here’s a preview of what to look 
for as 1993 unfolds. 

The best place to start is at the an- 
nual Japan Electronics Show. Held this 
past fall at a sprawling fairground in Osa- 
ka, the show is a window into the com- 
ing year’s technology. Many of the new 
products displayed at the show went im- 
mediately into the Japanese video mar- 
ket. But some will find their way to U.S. 
stores later this year.

TV sets came in all shapes and sizes, 
but most notably in the widescreen, 16:9 
aspect ratio just introduced in the U.S. 
Manufacturers displayed numerous 
widescreen sets—in both direct-view 
and projection models, designed both 
for the NTSC standard and Hi-Vision, 
Japan’s HDTV system. 

Other new wrinkles in TV design in- 
cluded a conventional 40-inch projec- 
tion set designed by Pioneer to serve as a 
table model, and Sharp’s largest flat- 
screen monitor. This is a 16.5-inch, 16:9 
LCD display intended for use on a wall. 
In LCD projection, Sony showed a tiny, 
$500 projector it calls Party Vision that 
weighs less than a pound. It comes with 
a six-inch screen and projects a watch- 
able image as large as 30 inches. Al- 
though there are no U.S. plans yet for 
these products, they indicate two direc- 
tions in which TV displays are headed: 
larger and more compact.

New camcorders received a lot of at- 
tention. Sharp’s Hi8 ViewCam set show- 
goers buzzing with its radical use of a 
four-inch color LCD monitor as a view- 
finder. It’s available in Japan for about 
$1,750 and due here next month, at a 
price still to be announced.

THREE-CHIP COLOR 

Potentially more revolutionary are 
Sony's Hi8 Handycam Pio and Pan- 
asonic’s S-VHS-C Blenvie Pro. Each 
camcorder, like professional video cam- 
eras, uses a light-sensing system that in- 
cludes three CCD sensors and a prism. 
The Panasonic unit weighs under two 
pounds and uses 1/3-inch CCDs, each 
with 270,000 pixels, for a horizontal res- 
olution of 530 lines. 

Coming just six years after broad- 
casters began using three-CCD cameras, 
they represent a major breakthrough in 
consumer technology. For the first time, 
the image quality of consumer video 
equipment will challenge that of the 
pros. Paul Goeggler, Sony product man- 
ager for professional broadcast cameras, 
says the move from one to three CCD 
sensors will mean “a quantum improve-

ment” in performance for consumers. 
Single-chip camcorders, he believes, 
have “reached the top of the plateau for 
future development.” 

The three-chip camcorders dramati- 
cally improve color resolution and ren- 
dition, and reduce a blurring effect 
called aliasing. ‘When you have a 
striped filter, as in single-chip camcord- 
ers, you have to separate the colors elec- 
trically,”’ explains Goeggler. “This 
process does not work well near blacks 
or whites. Typically, dark colors are 
forced to black, and light areas to 
white.” If someone has a shiny spot on 
his face, for example, it tends to go 
white. But an optic prism on three-chip 
camcorders significantly reduces this ef- 
fect by splitting colors into their red, 
green and blue components before 
teaching the CCDs. 

Although there’s no U.S. date for 
the Panasonic version, the Sony Handy- 
cam is expected to arrive here in March 
at a price less than $3,000. 


PICKING A STANDARD 


Closer to home, the key event to 
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watch for this year will be the selection 
of a U.S. transmission standard for 
HDTV. A testing committee for the 
Federal Communications Commission 
has been evaluating competing HDTV 
systems from five groups of companies 
and will recommend one of the systems 
in February for final tests. Before the 
end of the year, the FCC will formally 
select one of the systems, presumably 
the recommended one, as the U.S. 
HDTV standard. 

Another significant trend to watch 
this year is the gathering momentum be- 
hind digital technology — especially as 
it's applied to television to create what 
FCC Chairman Alfred Sikes calls “digi- 
tal advanced television,” which he de- 
scribes as a more powerful kind of 
HDTV. “The importance of this transi- 
tion cannot be overstated,” says Sikes. 

Digital TV, Sikes predicts, will en- 
able ordinary homes to receive hundreds 
of channels of all varieties. These could 
include channels devoted to cable TV, 
rental movies, videogames, music CDs,

interactive programs, phone and com- 
puter services, data networks, and medi- 
cal and security services — in any combi- 
nation a subscriber prefers. 

The technology for this will move a 
giant step closer this year with the 
launch in December of an unmanned 
Ariadne rocket carrying into orbit the 
first of two direct-broadcast satellites. A 
few months later, DirecTV, a project of 
Hughes Communications, plans to begin 








delivering more than 100 channels to 
TV sets throughout the U.S. Home re- 
ceivers, made by RCA and consisting of 
an 18-inch dish and a digital decoder 
box, will connect with each user’s TV 
set and phone line. The lightweight dish 
can be easily installed on windowsills, 
roof lines or railings. 

DirecTV is such a large and encom- 
passing project that it is also leading to 
groundbreaking work in satellite com- 
munications, digital video compression, 
computer manufacturing, encryption 
systems and consumer service technolo- 
gy. It even promises to revolutionize the 
distribution of TV programming. 

Another new transmission mode — 
video by telephone line — will be the 
subject of numerous new experiments in 
1993. In one important project sched- 
uled to begin early in the year, the 
NYNEX Corp. and Liberty Cable Televi- 
sion will create a video dial tone by run- 
ning fiber-optic phone lines to three 
large Manhattan apartment buildings. 








Space and Time:

Residents will be able to receive cable 
TV programs through their phone lines 
in a way that will let them watch what 
they want to watch when they want to 
watch. Residents will even be able to 
dial live video cameras attached to the 
buildings to check street conditions. 


DESKTOP VIDEO 

Digital technology and the pending 
HDTV decision are also tightening the 
relationship between video and comput- 
ing. If, as expected, the FCC chooses a 
digital HDTV format, desktop video will 
prosper. Personal computers and video 
components alike will be designed to ac- 
cept signals from the new HDTV stand- 
ard, bringing us closer to a universal 
video standard. Imagine being able to 
shoot camcorder footage of the kids, edit 
it in your home computer without suf- 
fering any generation loss, then phone 
the results to Grandma, who will be able 
to play in on her TV set, no matter 
which country she lives in. 


Compact Projection: 
New Sharp LCD projec- 
tor, previewed in Japan, 
uses a single high-defi- 
nition LCD panel to 
further shrink source for 
big-screen pictures. 
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In 1992, Apple advanced desktop 
video by unleashing QuickTime, a popu- 
lar introduction to the important con- 
cept of video compression. This year, 
Microsoft will premier a similar protocol 
for IBM-type computers. Expect also to 
see the first consumer-level products for 
real digital video editing; that is, prod- 
ucts that let users store, manipulate and 
transmit video as computer data. 

For example, SuperMac will be of- 
fering its new Digital Film production 
system for the Macintosh, which may do 
for editing what the Video Toaster has 
done for special effects. Digital Film 
promises full-motion, full-frame video 
that can be written to a hard drive, edit- 
ed and fed back out to videotape. This 
will be a major breakthrough, especially 
since it will cost a fraction of what a 
good off-line editing facility runs. 


MULTI-HORIZONS 

The spread of digital technology will 
lead to new attempts by hardware 
makers and programmers to make multi- 
media products friendlier and more 
powerful in 1993. Video and computer- 
based systems using CD-ROM discs will 
become more accessible, with more ma- 
jor companies introducing new CD- 





ROM-based systems. However, incom- 
patibility among multimedia systems will 
still be a bugaboo. 

This trend was evident at the Elec- 
tronics Show in Osaka, where half a 
dozen companies showed new CD-I 
players. They included a version from 
Panasonic capable of playing full-motion 
video and portable players with four- 
inch screens from Sanyo, Kyocera and 
Philips. The Philips model is already 
being offered here in professional cir- 
cles. 

Apple's projects include a handheld 
multimedia player, code-named Sweet- 
pea, that, it is hinted, will be able to play 
two hours of full-motion video using a 
single CD-ROM. It’s been promised for 
the spring. Later in 1993, Nintendo will 
attempt to leapfrog Sega’s new 16-bit 
disc drive with a 32-bit CD-ROM drive 
for the Super Nintendo Entertainment 
System. Sony will contribute to the fray 
with a console able to play CD-ROMs 
and SNES cartridges. 

Indeed, by the end of the year, the 
game scene will be filled with discs 
promising all sorts of interactive action 
and varying amounts of video, which 
brings us to 1994...but that’s another sto- 
ry. a

fluffy Rocky Mountain powder — sub- 
freezing temperatures and snow can be 
problematic for you and your video 
equipment. Then there’s the problem of 
transporting your gear. And finally, 
there’s the matter of finding a good van- 
tage point and getting there —no small 
obstacle when you’re talking about 
shooting on the side of a mountain. 
None of these problems are insur- 
mountable if you’re prepared. Most 
skiers wouldn’t think of heading for the 
slopes without first preparing for the 
outing. Yet those who plan to videotape 
skiing often give it no more thought 
than making sure the camcorder is 
packed. If you want to return with a 
tape full of exciting memories rather 
than dull disappointments, you should 
review the following checklist a day or 





How you and your 


two before a shoot: 

e Get charged up. Cold weather saps 
the life from a camcorder battery as 
quickly as a face-first plunge into a 
snowbank numbs your nose. If you don’t 
have a spare battery, buy one. Make sure 
your batteries are fully charged before 
leaving home. Once at your destination, 
try to keep the spare in a warm, access- 
ible place indoors. If that’s not possible, 
or if you need immediate access to the 
spare, carry it under your ski parka as 
close to your skin as possible. A T-shirt 
pocket should accommodate VHS-C or 
8mm camcorder batteries. 

If the battery won’t fit comfortably 
under your jacket, keep it in a parka 
pocket or backpack alongside one of 
those chemical heat packs used to warm 
frozen toes and fingers. But keep the 
heat pack in an old mitten so the battery 
doesn’t get too hot. 

e Play weatherman. If it’s going to 
snow or rain, you might want to pick an- 
other day to do your videotaping, unless 
you own one of the new weatherproof 
sport camcorders. If you own a conven- 
tional camcorder and are determined to 
shoot in bad weather, protect the equip- 
ment from precipitation. It’s a good idea 
to use some sort of moisture protection 
in any case — anyone who skis is bound 
to fall on occasion, and the camcorder is 
sure to hit the snow when that happens. 

Check with your local video retailer 
or the equipment manufacturer to see if 
a special housing is available for your

model. A less expensive alternative is a 
freezer storage bag and a heavy rubber 
band. Stick the camcorder inside the 
bag with the lens and any light and fo- 
cusing sensors sticking out the open end. 
Secure the opening snugly with the rub- 
ber band, then test the camcorder to 
make sure you can activate its controls 
through the plastic. If your camcorder 
has a moving lens barrel or a zoom lever, 
make sure you haven’t obstructed the 
movement of these parts. 

e Pick your shots. If you’re planning 
to videotape a family outing, you’ll want 
to travel as light as possible to keep up 
with the rest of the gang. But don’t sac- 
tifice a good shot just to lighten your 
load. The steadiness of a tripod (or at 
least a monopod) is important to many 
types of shots. It’s especially helpful 
when you're shooting on a steep slope in 
stiff, cumbersome ski boots. And when 
you shoot mostly from one location, as 
when shooting a ski race or taping 











friends for instructional purposes, the 
ease it brings to tilting and panning will 
make a tripod well worth schlepping. 

e Call for help. At most major resorts, 
you'll be on your own. But smaller ski ar- 
eas might bend over backwards to help 
you, especially if you’re a season pass 
holder. They might, for example, pro- 
vide an electric outlet to keep a battery 


charged or give you a safe place to keep | 





your equipment when you’re done. 
Some areas will let you ride the lift with- 
out skis or even let you hitch a ride on a 
grooming machine or an all-terrain ve- 
hicle to help you reach a special vantage 
point.

He is the Cecil B. DeMille of ski movies, a 
man whose work has set the standard by 
which all other ski films are judged and 
whose name has become synonymous 
with the genre. The name is Warren

is better recognized by voice than ap- 

pearance. That’s because he has narrated every ski movie 
he’s made since his first in 1949. Back then, he treated 
his narration as a way “to cover up mundane photogra- 
phy,” but more than 400 films later, narration has 
become one of his trademarks. 

The work that goes into his narratives helps account 
for Miller’s success. He spends about three months of 
six- to eight-hour days writing a script for one of his an- 
nual ski films. “Then we have 10 or 15 rehearsals with 
live audiences over a period of six weeks until it sounds 
like it’s ad-libbed,” he says. His films are released on vid- 
eo a year after their debut—the latest, Born to Ski, came 
out in November from Columbia TriStar —and are avail- 
able in video and ski stores. 

Miller's films are filled with great footage of daredevil 
stunts, phenomenal skiing and gorgeous scenery. But so 
are a lot of other ski films.

n the world of video, the phrase 

“technological breakthrough” is usu- 

ally greeted with healthy skepticism. 

When a breakthrough does occur 
(which isn’t often), it propels both the 
medium and the market to a new 
plateau from which there’s no turning 
back. Desktop video enthusiasts have 
waited patiently for such a break- 
through. Now there are signs it has oc- 
curred, with Apple’s Macintosh line of 
computers serving as the launching pad. 

Basically, desktop video involves 
using a computer in the video editing 
process. Usually, this means adding 
graphics, animation, special effects and 
titles to a video. It can also mean using 
the computer as an edit controller to op- 
erate such video sources as camcorders 
and VCRs. But desktop video enthusi- 
asts have never been able to “cut and 
paste” video the way writers shift sen- 
tences or graphic artists manipulate text

as a digital movie. 
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other “dynamic” media like animation 
and sound. 

Desktop video enthusiasts have al- 
ways known the future would be digi- 
tal—that they would capture, manipu- 
late and store moving video as computer 
information. Once a video segment is 
digitized and stored in memory, or on a 
hard disk, it can be processed on the 
computer’s terms—you can cut, paste, 
stretch, retouch, or do most anything 
else to it as many times as you want 
without touching the original source 
material. Random-access editing and an 
almost limitless palette of special effects 
are only the most obvious advantages. 

In this article, we'll discuss how 
QuickTime works, the hardware needed 





to run it and what it can do for you. 
We'll also evaluate a quartet of software 
programs that harness QuickTime (or 
can be used with it) in various ways. 
And in a sidebar, we'll help fledgling 
Macintosh videographers select an ex- 
pansion board that will let them inte- 
grate their video and computer 
equipment. 


GETTING STARTED 

By itself, QuickTime won’t launch 
you into the world of digital video. You 
need other software and hardware, as 
well as plenty of memory, a lot of hard 
disk space and, for now, a Macintosh 
computer. QuickTime captures video 
and audio through a digitizer board that

plugs inside most Macintosh computers. 
As it’s fed to the computer, the video is 
compressed and stored either on the fly 
(in memory) or on the hard disk. Com- 
pression is necessary because full-motion 
video consumes an enormous amount of 
memory. The problem of finding a work- 
able compression technique has kept 
digital video in the dark all these years. 

Audio for QuickTime files (which are 
called “movies”) doesn’t have to be cap- 
tured along with the video. It can also 
be imported from an outboard digitizer 
(or sampler) or the built-in microphone 
found on newer Macs. 

QuickTime in its first incarnation is 
hardly a substitute for the full-motion, 
full-frame video we all take for granted. 
Not all Macs can play motion video at 
the industry standard of 30 frames per 
second. A powerful machine like the 
Mac Quadra might be able to play 30 
frames per second, but a smaller one like 
the Mac LC will probably be limited to 
15 frames per second. 

The onscreen window in which 
QuickTime plays is usually fairly small — 
1-3/4 by 2-1/4 inches on a typical com- 
puter monitor. Larger windows are possi- 
ble, but they drastically drain computing 
power, which degrades both picture res- 
olution and clarity of motion. Apple’s 
QuickTime compression algorithms 
range from 5:1 to 25:1, or 25 megabytes 
of video on one megabyte of disk space. 
But even with this substantial compres- 
sion, movies still take up a lot of disk

| space on your computer.

floppy disk. “Better” quality takes more 
space, and “draft” quality uses less. A 
30-second movie at full frame and image 
quality can easily gobble up several 
megabytes of disk space, so it’s easy to 
see why this first version of QuickTime 
requires a powerful machine with lots of 
storage capability. 

The official Apple requirements for 
running QuickTime 1.0 are a color-capa- 
ble Macintosh with at least two mega- 
bytes of RAM (I strongly recommend 
more) and System 6.07 (or higher) oper- 
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ating software. If you want to play mov- 
ies of any reasonable length on other 
Macs, a removable hard disk is a good 
idea, unless you “print” your work by 
copying it from the computer (using an 
NTSC encoding board) onto videotape. 

The technical limitations of Quick- 
Time are real, to be sure. A new version, 
QuickTime 1.5, which will be available by 


the time you read this, may overcome 


| many of them. No doubt we'll be seeing 


more adept compression, which means 
better resolution and bigger pictures. 
And QuickTime 1.5 will be able to use 
Photo CD images, which should greatly 
speed the development of desktop mul- 
timedia production. 

QuickTime’s release has inspired nu- 
merous other companies to create pro- 
grams that record, edit or otherwise 
work with the QuickTime protocol. 
Some offer a fascinating glimpse into 
desktop video's imminent future. Others

e Radius Videovision. The mother of all Macintosh in- 
put/output devices. Videovision consists of a single digital 
interface card with video input and output, and a beau- 
tifully designed external panel for outboard video and 
audio connections. Final printing to a finished videotape 
is totally flicker-free. Its cost is $2,399.

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timeline metaphor now popular for com- 
puter-based media production. To as- 
semble a video, you import video and 
audio clips into horizontal timeline 
tracks and arrange them to your liking. 
The timeline approach gives you a visual 
log of all your shots, so you can easily see 
the flow of your production as you work. 

Begin by digitizing your video into 
the QuickTime format, using any of a va- 
riety of capture boards (see “Pick a 
Card, A Video Card”). Once the foot- 
age has been compressed and saved, it’s 
represented by what DiVa calls a “mic- 
on” —an icon that moves. You edit 
scenes by dragging their micons into the 
desired order. This way, movies can be 
quickly rearranged and edited. By click- 
ing a “magnifying glass” icon on any 
micon, you open the time (editing) win- 
dow, where you can trim video footage 
with standard cut and paste commands. 

Because it’s based on Hypercard, the 
simple multimedia application that 
comes with every Macintosh, the logic 
of VideoShop will seem familiar to most 
Apple users. Beyond this, the program is 
highly intuitive and thoughtfully laid 
out. For example, when you want to ap- 
ply a transition, like a dissolve, between 
scenes A and B, you simply select the 
first frame of scene B and drag the cur- 
sor to the right. This highlights the end 
of scene A and the beginning of scene B, 
and the dissolve occurs over these 
frames. 

Naturally, VideoShop isn’t perfect — 
this is, after all, version 1.0. Because 
there are so many windows you can 
work with, the screen can get pretty 
cluttered. Also, there aren’t as many ef- 
fects and transitions as there could be, 
though the selection here should be am- 
ple for all but the wildest presentations. 
But these are minor complaints about an 
exemplary product. VideoShop is a tanta- 
lizing introduction to the possibilities of 
digital video postproduction. 

One caveat — System 7 (the most re- 
cent Macintosh operating system) is 
crucial to VideoShop’s success. While 
some of the program will work with Sys- 
tem 6.07, you won't be able to take full 
advantage of VideoShop if you’re not 
running the latest system—and by the 
time you read this, it will be System 7.1. 


ADOBE PREMIERE 

Adobe Systems ranks among the 
leaders in digital imaging for the Mac, 
particularly through a graphics program 
called Photoshop. Adobe Premiere is a 
QuickTime editing and presentation 
package which, like Photoshop, offers a 
mind-boggling selection of special effects 
and image manipulation capabilities. 

A typical Premiere session assumes 
you've already digitized your video foot- 
age. The latest version, Premiere 2.0, fea- 








tures camera control, so you can cue up 
your videotape and digitize it without 
leaving the computer screen. From 
there, an icon for the digitized clip (first 
frame of video) is placed in the project 
window, along with other pertinent in- 
formation, like the clip’s duration and 
resolution. The clip can be motion vid- 
eo, still pictures, sound or graphics. 

Once the clip is onscreen, you play it 
and edit it, picking in and out points. 
Clips are tagged in SMPTE format — 
hours, minutes, seconds and frames. 
Upon gathering and trimming all your 
clips, you arrange them into what Pre- 
miere calls a construction. The construc- 
tion window is where you add effects 
and superimpositions, which are placed 
in their own timelines, just like a video 
or audio clip. 

The many transitions provided by 
Adobe range from the utilitarian to the 
spectacular, and the abundant palette of 
digital effects can be applied in varying 
degrees. Premiere documents can also be 
used to trigger MIDI devices like synthe- 
sizers, samplers and sound cards. This 
capability points to a more integrated, 
multimedia approach to video produc- 
tion. There’s no reason to take up space 
on the movie file if you can trigger the 
music from another device that will play 
along with the movie. 

After you’ve finished editing and ar- 
ranging scenes, the final project is saved 
to disk as a movie. The resulting file, like 
all QuickTime movies, can be played on 
any Macintosh that runs QuickTime. 
With Premiere 2.0, priced at $695, Ado- 
be seems to have made all the necessary 
improvements to the first version of this 
software. With a bit of third-party sup- 
port (primarily for the camera control 
drivers) for this software, Premiere can 
be a surprisingly complete solution for 
desktop video production. 


VIDEO TOOLKIT 

Video Toolkit isn’t so much a Quick- 
Time product as a traditional desktop 
editing program that can play scenes out 
for eventual digitizing. Although this 
aim may be a bit more modest, Video 
Toolkit more than compensates in exe- 
cution. This is professional-quality EDL 
(edit decision list) software that will let 
you perform a completely automated 
edit. Priced at $279, the Toolkit was cre- 
ated by Abbate Systems, which is based 
in Massachusetts. 

The package includes cables that tie 
your two VCRs (or camcorders) to the 
printer and modem ports of the Mac. 
Your video gear must support some kind 
of sync jack. For most non-professionals, 
this means a LANC (Sony type) or Con- 
trol M (Panasonic five-pin type) jack. A 
detailed setup menu tells the computer

They're keepers of the peace who 
unleash chaos at the drop of a hat. 
They’re kind to animals, but eagerly 
mow down swarms of bad guys — and 
never get scratched. Yes, they’re zany 
Martin Riggs (Mel Gibson) and sensible 
Roger Murtaugh (Danny Glover), back 
for more comic mayhem in Lethal Weap- 
on 3. While the odd couple routine may 
come too easily to Gibson and Glover 





now, their rapport almost makes up for 
the predictability of the proceedings. 

The theme here is illegal firearms, as 
Riggs and Murtaugh stalk the ruthless 
ex-cop (Stuart Wilson) pedding auto- 
matic weapons to inner-city teens. How- 
ever, addressing this real-life issue 
clashes with the shoot-’em-up escapism 
that defines the Lethal films; in fact, 
Riggs and Murtaugh triumph by firing 
the very guns they’re out to stop. Other 
contradictions abound as well: Despite 
subtle messages supporting abortion 
rights, the anti-fur movement and envi- 
ronmental awareness, the reactionary 
endorsement of deadly force rages una- 
bated. 

After giving Lethal 2 a jolt as skittish 
sleaze Leo Getz, Joe Pesci returns for an- 
other go-round, only to find little to do. 





Playing Riggs’ romantic interest, Rene 
Russo fares better. Her Sergeant Cole is 
as tough and fearless as he is, offering a 
refreshing variation on the usual boys’- 
club antics. She’s a must for the next in- 
evitable installment in the Lethal series.

Night on Earth

Jim Jarmusch, the darling of the 
American independent cinema, should 
broaden his audience with the five-part 
comedy Night on Earth, filmed on loca- 
tion in Los Angeles, New York, Paris, 
Rome and Helsinki. Like his tripartite 
Mystery Train, these stories are linked by 
a common conceit: Cab drivers and 
their passengers interact as they drive 
through the urban darkness. 

The cast, while not exactly all-star, 
will be familiar to arthouse patrons. The 
first and least successful segment fea- 
tures Gena Rowlands as a high-powered 
Hollywood agent and Winona Ryder as 
a grimy female cabbie more interested in 
becoming a mechanic than a movie star. 
In Manhattan, Giancarlo Esposito and 
Rosie Perez (Do the Right Thing) make 
the mistake of getting in a cab driven by 
recent emigre Armin Mueller-Stahl 
(Avalon), a former clown as unfamiliar 
with English as he is with a stick shift. 
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In Paris, driver Isaach De Bankole 
(Chocolat) caps a bad night by picking 
up Beatrice Dalle (Betty Blue), a de- 
cidedly unsympathetic blind woman and 
back-seat driver. The funniest segment 
is virtually a monologue by Roberto Be- 
nigni Johnny Stecchino), who literally 
talks his passenger to death. The final 
episode pays homage to Finnish film- 
makers Aki and Mika Kaurismaki, fea- 
turing some of their repertory troupe as 
a morose cabbie and three drunken fac- 
tory workers. 

While longtime admirers may feel 
that Jarmusch is treading water, the 
brevity of each segment makes his dead- 
pan irony less wearing, as does the 
change of faces and location every 25 
minutes or so. And while Jarmusch ably 
handles the challenge of such a limited 
mise en scene, the claustrophobic interi- 
ors do benefit from the smaller home 
screen. —M. Faust 


Prelude to a Kiss

When is a summer blockbuster not 
teally a blockbuster at all?

What better symbol could there 
be for this “year of the woman” in 
American politics than Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s conflicted, yet fiercely inde- 
pendent Catwoman? It’s a sexist per- 
fume ad that first sends her over the 
brink, destroying her mousy-secretary 
persona. In a final speech before at- 
tempting to bomb Gotham City, the 
Penguin muses that “the sexes are 
equal with their erogenous zones 
blown sky high.” A truly bizarre sen- 
timent for a vengeful movie villain, 
but one which suits this sinister satire 
like those skin-tight leather duds suit 
Catwoman. a

Edward II

Though it’s his most accessible film 
since 1985’s Caravaggio, Derek Jarman’s 
relatively straightforward adaptation of 
Edward II is by no means free of idio- 
syncrasy. Written by Shakespeare con- 
temporary Christopher Marlowe, this 
| 16th-century tragedy is the story of Bri- 
| tain’s only openly gay monarch, a man 
who was driven from power and mur- 
dered by a coalition of clerics and nobles 
headed by his wife. 

Jarman’s interest in the story is for its 
continued relevance at a time when 
public repression of homosexuals is on 
the rise. So while he retains Marlowe’s 
original dialog, the film is not a period 
piece. The bare stone sets evoke no par- 
ticular historical setting, and the prop 
| and costume designs are free-form: Ac- 
tors appear in military uniforms, gowns 
or modern sportswear.

This style also allows Jarman to 
punch up the story visually, with roman- 
tic touches (Annie Lennox serenades 
Edward and his lover with a torchy ren- 
dition of Cole Porter’s “Ev’ry Time We 
Say Goodbye”), satire (the queen’s bit- 
terness turns her into a vampire) and 
pointed anachronisms (a battle scene in- 
cludes demonstrators from Outrage, the 
British equivalent of ACT-UP). 

Only occasionally does Jarman’s 
whimsy seem indulgent. For the most 
part, these touches illuminate the story 
and keep it interesting to modern audi- 
ences. Traditionalists, of course, will 
fret, but Jarman has done a fine job of 


serving both his audience and his mate- 
rial. —MF 


All the Vermeers 
in New York

For a financial broker named Mark 


| (Stephen Lack), all the Vermeers in 


New York are an obsession — especially 
those occupying the tranquil confines of 
New York’s Metropolitan Museum, 
which offers the perfect antidote to the 
tense environs of Wall Street. When he 
encounters a young French actress 
named Anna (Emmanuelle Chaulet) 
perusing the Vermeer exhibit, her re- 
semblance to a Vermeer portrait is the 
catalyst that turns Mark’s obsession into 
something obtainable. As Mark pursues 
Anna, it becomes clear that their wants 


| and needs—real or imagined —are too 
volatile to be aligned into a relationship. 


But Vermeers auteur Jon Jost tracks their 
disjointed progress to its gloomy conclu- 
sion. 

With its improvised dialog and lei- 
surely pacing, All the Vermeers in New 
York could glibly be damned as a literal 
“art film.” But Jost is no New Wave- 
wannabe, having been cited as Jean-Luc 
Godard’s favorite current American di- 
rector and named the first recipient of 
the John Cassavetes Award by the Inde- 
pendent Features Project. Suffice to say 
that Jost’s credentials take All the Ver- 
meers in New York out of the realm of 
homage and place it squarely in the 
same uncompromising territory claimed 
by his New Wave predecessors.

Incident at Oglala

In June of 1975, two FBI agents were 
shot dead in the Pine Ridge Indian res- 
ervation in South Dakota. A massive 
manhunt began immediately for mem- 
bers of the American Indian Movement 


(AIM). One of them, Leonard Peltier, 
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Justice for All: Incident at Oglala focuses on a 
murder to explore repression of Native Americans. 








was eventually convicted and sentenced 
to life in prison. 

According to this sobering docu- 
mentary, narrated and produced by Rob- 
ert Redford, the Lakota Sioux at Pine 
Ridge were engaged in a civil war at the 
time. The filmmakers contend that the 
U.S. government, out to break AIM, 
supplied weapons and -training to the 
forces of tribal leader Richard Wilson 
(shown declaring “we have our own way 
of punishing people”).and turned a blind 
eye. There had been 60 unsolved mur- 
ders on the reservation in the three 
years before the hapless agents stumbled 
into the AIM camp to investigate the 
theft of a pair of cowboy boots. 

Michael Apted applies a sober, 
steady technique to the mix of inter- 
views, old footage and recreations. Most 
of the movie is given over to describing 
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Peltier’s trial as a kangaroo court, with 
suborned witnesses, questionable evi- 
dence and the like, but Apted seems 


ambiguous about Peltier’s guilt. The real | 


crime is the general treatment of these 
“traditional” Native Americans. As one 
AIM man puts it, “Indians don’t like the 
way they're treated anywhere.”

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Spartacus 


1960. Kirk Douglas, Sir Laurence Olivier, 
Jean Simmons; dir.

Over the years, Spartacus has lost 
much of the luster that accompanied its 
original release. Often dismissed by con- 
temporary audiences as a typical sword- 
and-sandal potboiler, nothing could be 
further from the truth, as this lavish Cri- 
terion package proves. 

As much political allegory as his- 
torical epic, Spartacus on one level 
works as a romanticized (and moving) 
account of a Roman slave rebellion. But 
screenwriter Dalton Trumbo, who at the 
time was still blacklisted for alleged 
communist sympathies, had bigger ideas 
in mind. The intrigues of the Roman 
senate, captured beautifully by patrician 
tyrant-to-be Olivier and plebeian de- 
fender Charles Laughton, are a barely 
veiled critique of McCarthy's reign of 
terror. It’s this backdrop of suspicion, 
jingoism and megalomania that gives 
Spartacus a richness and intelligence far 
beyond the conventions of its genre. 

Criterion’s supplement is outstand- 
ing, as usual. It includes profiles of all 
the major talents (and there were plenty 
for this picture), reminiscences by Peter 
Ustinov (who won an Oscar for his per- 
formance) and an eerie documentary on 
the “Hollywood Ten,” of which Trumbo 
was a member. In fact, watching the 
short before the actual feature gives the 
film an unsettling resonance. 

Great action scenes, bravura camera 
work and editing by Kubrick, superb en- 
semble playing by legendary actors, a 
pristine laser transfer — what else could 
you want? Alright, so some scenes are 
outright corny —after all, Kirk Douglas 
was the real auteur here. But Spartacus 
has always deserved a better fate than

The Busby Berkeley Disc

“Are the stars out tonight? I don’t 
know if it’s cloudy or bright, ’cause I only 
have eyes for you.” The “you” in this 
case is The Busby Berkeley Disc—I’ve 
watched it three times in as many days, 
and when it’s not playing I content my- 
self with whistling its standards (‘Shuffle 
Off to Buffalo,” “I Only Have Eyes for 
You” and “Lullaby of Broadway,” to 
name a few). 

This laserdisc-only release is a musi- 
cal lover’s dream, a collection of the in- 
novative dance director’s work from 
1933-37 at Warner Bros. In films such as 
42nd Street, the Gold Digg ties and 








































Dames, he shocked and thrilled audi- 
ences with elaborate production num- 
bers that shattered the fourth wall and 
defined the Busby Berkeley “look”: ka- 
leidoscopic patterns, military precision, 
beautiful women as calculatedly similar 
as Ziegfeld girls were unique, repetitious 
(thus memorable) tunes and unsur- 
passed originality. 

Time has taken some toll, especially 
in the hiss marring the audio during 
many Footlight Parade entries. And while 
relics such as Al Jolson’s ‘“‘Goin’ to 
Heaven on a Mule,” with blackface cho- 
tines dancing with huge watermelon 
slices, dredge up attitudes better left for- 
gotten, the wartime anthem “Remember 
My Forgotten Man” would have still 
carried meaning after Vietnam. Even 
Madonna could take a lesson in saucy 
titillation from “Pettin’ in the Park.” 
The world of Busby Berkeley is magical, 
full of fantasy and fun, blonde beauties 
in feather bikinis and washerwomen 
dancing with animated long johns — and 
it’s one in which | intend to immerse 
myself, again and again.

In her day, she was dubbed the “per- 
fect wife” and the “queen of Holly- 
wood,” but today Myrna Loy is best 
known as the witty spouse of amateur 
sleuth William Powell in the ever-engag- 
ing Thin Man film series of 1934-47. Yet 
Loy made 60 movies before she ever 
quipped with Powell—fight pictures, 
gangster melodramas, screwball come- 
dies, even a turn as Fu Manchu’s daugh- 
ter—and some of that wealth is now 
available in Rediscovering Myrna Loy, a 
handsome four-film/four-disc set. All the 
films demonstrate the qualities that 
brought Loy to the attention of Thin 
Man director W.S. Van Dyke: beauty, 
brains and a charming no-nonsense style 
as engaging as it is timeless. 

Loy’s personality always shines 
through, no matter how hokey or varied 
the material. Rediscovering is less a col- 
lection of the actress’ best than a store- 
house of historical curiosities: Penthouse 
(1933), a humorless murder “mystery”’ 
with Loy in a familiar early role —the 
lady as a vamp; The Prizefighter and the 
Lady (1933), a sudsy love story, with 
real-life boxer Max Baer demonstrating 
he could box better than he could act; 
Manhattan Melodrama (1934), the first of 
her 13 movies with Powell, a heavy- 
handed gangster story about two boy- 
hood pals who grow up to be on oppos- 
ing sides of the law (one is played by 
Mickey Rooney, who “matures” into 
Clark Gable!); and I Love You Again 
(1940), the best of the lot, a formulaic

yet charming screwball farce, in which 
amnesiac Powell woos and wins Loy in 
some of the wittiest lovemaking of its 
kind. 

Rediscovering Myrna Loy is a tribute 
to a showbiz legend who was sharp, 
graceful and intelligent even when the 
movies were dopey. In a period when 
many women were considered icons or 
bubblebrains, that’s no small accom- 
plishment. —Tom Soter

Excalibur is now on its third—and 
most successful —release on laserdisc. 
But the very existence of this movie is 
amazing: When John Boorman set out 
on his film career with Catch Us If You 
Can (1965), starring the Dave Clark 
Five, who could have imagined he 
would one day make a picture grander 
and more impressive than Camelot, 
Knights of the Round Table or Sword of 
Lancelot? 

It helps to know something about 
the Arthurian legends to understand the 
action in Excalibur, but it doesn’t take 
any special background to appreciate its 
spectacle or beauty. Boorman brings a 
Wagnerian majesty to his film—an ele- 
ment reinforced by the soundtrack — 
and backed it up with some great perfor- 
mances (especially Nicol Williamson as 
Merlin) and a healthy sense of humor. 
The result is a picture as serious as that

other great Arthurian film— Monty Py- 
thon and the Holy Grail —is silly, and just 
as entertaining. 

The image is crisp, adding weight to 
the violence of the proceedings, and the 
mild letterboxing— to an aspect ratio of 
around 1.85:1— captures some very im- 
portant camera moves and close-ups.

The Bad Seed

Rhoda Penmark is a pleasant little 
girl who performs a perfect curtsy.

But little Rhoda (Patty 
McCormack) has an unpleasant side as 
well —she has a tendency to kill people. 

Based on a Broadway play and a 
novel by William March, The Bad Seed 
here makes a crisp first appearance on 
laserdisc. At the core of the story is the 
debate over genetic versus environmen- 
tal factors in the creation of a murderer, 
but this is no dry narrative preaching a 
sociological theory. It’s great fun to 
watch Daddy's little manipulator alter- 
nately seeming cute as a button and 
mean as a snake, and a more disturbing 
performance than Patty McCormack’s 
as Rhoda is hard to imagine. 

Eileen Heckart is perfect as a griev-

Despite the better efforts of a few 
dedicated labels, dance videos haven’t 
attracted much of a following in the 
U.S. Perhaps this is due to the stuffy am- 
bience usually associated with them — 
you can almost hear the requisite patri- 
cian voice urging well-mannered appre- 
ciation for yet another Nutcracker or 
Sleeping Beauty. These three discs from 
Elektra Nonesuch’s new Dance Collec- 
tion are a refreshing departure, in both 
presentation and program material. 

Paris Dances Diaghilev is a tribute to 
the mastermind behind the original Bal- 
let Russes, a troupe whose innovations 
still resonate some 60 years dfter its hey- 
day. Danced by members of the Paris 
Opera Ballet, this collection of pieces by 
Stravinsky, Weber and Debussy is an ex- 
cellent introduction to the foundations 
of modern dance. Paul Taylor’s dream- 
like Speaking in Tongues is a series of 
reminiscences by an elderly ‘‘preacher- 
man,” as he ambivalently reflects on a 
life filled with longing, guilt and possibly 
tedemption. The Catherine Wheel is a 
quirky collaboration between Twyla 
Tharp and David Byrne, juxtaposing the 
inanities of modern life against the spiri- 
tual asceticism of the 4th-century mar- 
tyr St. Catherine. 

Unlike too many dance presenta- 
tions, each of these discs is wonderfully 
kinetic, with adroit camerawork and 
editing that keeps the feeling of motion 
intact, even on video. Unfortunately, 
only the Diaghilev includes any kind of

The Horse Soldiers

The Horse Soldiers might have been 
one of John Ford’s finest films. It has all 
the necessary ingredients—a rousing, 
epic story, based on an actual Union 
Army raid deep into Confederate terri- 
tory during the Civil War, and two very 
solid leads in John Wayne and William 
Holden. The accidental death of a 
stuntman in a fall from a horse, how- 
ever, muted Ford’s handling of the pic- 
ture, and its repeated television 
showings haven't helped the movie’s 
reputation. 


This laserdisc goes a long way to re- | 


habilitating The Horse Soldiers. Over- 
looking the gratuitous letterboxing — 
this is a non-anamorphic movie, and the 
matting only cuts out picture area—the 
depth of color and detail is overpower- 
ing. The sound is a special delight, not 
merely for the vivid explosions and gun- 
fire, but also for David Buttolph’s rous- 
ing arrangements of marching songs 
from both sides. : 
Compared to Ford’s other films, The 
Horse Soldiers is curiously mature and 
somber. It’s virtually devoid of heroes, 
except perhaps for the anonymous sol- 
diers who sing and die for causes they 
scarcely understand. In that regard, it 
anticipates Ford’s segment in How the 
West Was Won. Wayne’s hard-nosed 


commander is especially unattractive, 








driven by destructive personal demons, 
and Holden’s glib, cynical army doctor is 
one of the best friendly antagonists 
Wayne ever had. —BE

I’m From Hollywood

If some comedians are put-down ar- 
tists, Andy Kaufman was a put-on artist. 
Best remembered as the gibberish- 
speaking, vaguely Eastern-European me- 
chanic on the sitcom Taxi, Kaufman, 
who died in 1984, was at heart a perfor- 
mance artist who wouldn't or didn’t 
know when to quit. As this odd and poi- 
gnant documentary about his wrestling 
side-career makes plain, Kaufman went 
to incredible lengths to see how far he 
could take us. 

A longtime fan of professional wres- 
tling — itself well-choreographed perfor- 
mance art — Kaufman held countless 
bouts with amateur women wrestlers, 
and had an ongoing feud with Southern 
champion Jerry “The King” Lawler, who 
bloodied him and put him in the hospi- 
tal. How much of this was a put-on, no 
one knows: Fellow Taxi star Tony Danza 
says in an apparently new interview, 
“You just didn’t know with Andy. You 
were never sure.” Even Robin Williams 
is uncharacteristically subdued describ- 
ing a friend on the edge between bril- 
liance and, perhaps, genuine insanity. 

Amateurishly shot but remarkably 
compelling, this documentary integrates 
interviews, performance footage and 
tare local-TV coverage of Kaufman’s 
bouts in South Carolina and Memphis, 
Tennessee. Except for one interview 
where he speaks in his normal voice, 
Kaufman never breaks character, play- 
ing out middle America’s worst stereo- 
type of the obnoxious Hollywood jerk. 
But after watching Kaufman rant about 
sending women “back to the kitchen 
where they belong” and offering South- 
erners straight-faced instructions on 
how to use soap, it’s fairly clear he’s put- 
ting us on. “We use soap,’ one man 
snorts, taking Kaufman completely seri- 
ously. That the man actually took him 
that way seems Andy's vindication.

everything it needs to know about your 
video decks, such as model, format and 
so on. Once you’ve configured the sys- 
tem, you have total software control of 
your VCRs. 

A Toolkit session begins with cre- 
ation of a log that contains the in and 
out points of your scenes. You view and 
mark these scenes by playing the cam- 
corders from the mouse or the keyboard. 
Once the scenes have been entered, you 
assemble them in the order you want by 
copying them into an edit list. When 
that’s done, you simply click a command 
to assemble your list and voila! The com- 
puter runs both machines and performs 
the edits. If you don’t like your first cut, 
you can go back and trim shots or rear- 
range scenes to your heart’s content. 

What separates Video Toolkit from 
similar desktop video products is its ac- 
curacy. The program lets you compen- 
sate for the eccentricities of the source 
machine you’re using. When I used a 
Canon L1 camcorder (which offers no 
time code) as a source deck, previews 
and edits were usually accurate to with- 
in two frames. When I used a Ricoh 
R-108H camcorder, which features RC 
time code, edits were frame-accurate 
nearly all the time. 

This is exceptional performance for 
consumer equipment, but Toolkit isn’t 
only for consumer gear. The program 
also handles pro synchronization meth- 
ods, like longitudinal time code and ver- 
tical interval time code. 


MEDIAMAKER 

Mediamaker was one of the first 
Macintosh programs to control VCRs. 
Not so much editing software as an elab- 
orate multimedia sequencer, Mediamak- 
er by Macromedia integrates graphics, 
sound, animation and video into a single 
finished presentation. 

Like VideoShop and Premiere, Media- 
maker uses the timeline metaphor for 
building a production. You move icons 
of your multimedia elements into se- 
quential order along this timeline. Ele- 
ments can be culled from LANC- 
compatible video sources, digitized or 
CD audio, any number of graphic file 
formats, and animations that have been 
created in Macromedia Director (an out- 
standing program for this purpose). 
Once your scenes and elements have 
been placed in the appropriate order in 
the sequencer, you hit a “print to video” 
command and the computer edits your 
production. 

Mediamaker’s VCR control scheme 
works very much like that of Video Tool-

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kit. You configure the software to work 
with your specific video equipment, and 
connect the video gear to the modem 
and printer ports on the Mac. One ad- 
vantage this software offers is that you 
can perform overlay tricks during edit- 
ing. Overlay allows you to add titles and 
graphics on top of incoming video. Medi- 
amaker supports a number of overlay 
cards, and a simple titling program 
called Titlemaker lets you create static or 
animated titles to place over your foot- 
age. 

The only real caveat with Media- 
maker is that version 1.0 (which I tested) 
is not accurate enough for critical edit- 
ing. The in/out points have a tendency 
to slide as you get deeper into your pro- 
duction. There is a reminder to cali- 
brate, or zero, the source and slave 
decks, but this sometimes exacerbates 
the problem. The new update, Media-_ 
maker 1.5 ($695) solves these problems 
and is going to stores at presstime. The 
new version supports RC time code and 
the Sony VISCA computer/video pro- 
tocol. However, Mediamaker is probably 
better thought of as a multimedia pro- 
gram with video capabilities, rather than 
a desktop video package with multi- 
media integration. 

These programs are just an overview 
of what’s going on in desktop video, cir- 
ca 1992. Obviously, desktop video won’t 
continue to be a Macintosh-only propo- 
sition. Gold Disk has just introduced a 
Windows-compatible version of its ex- 
cellent Video Director editing program 
for the Amiga, and Microsoft has an- 
nounced a QuickTime-like protocol for 
PCs called Audio/Video Interleaf that 
promises to bring digital video to many 
more computer users. The advent of 
QuickTime, however, and the refine- 
ments that are sure to follow mark a key 
turning point in the evolution of desk- 
top video. What people actually do with 
this technology remains to be seen. But 
the tools— although in their infancy —

stage, I was able to record a no-fuss vid- 
eo inventory of my collection of stamps, 
coins and miniature spy cameras. The 
lens accurately focused on the variously 
sized objects I held in front of it. 

With conventional lenses, you focus 
on the object by adjusting the macro fo- 
cus (usually by tweaking the zoom but- 
tons) or by moving the camcorder back 
and forth. Both procedures are possible, 
but both are awkward, especially with- 
out assistance. But inner-focus lenses do 
all the work for you. 





are finally here. B 
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But the convenience comes with a 
few drawbacks. In low light, when the 
lens aperture is wide open, the lens has 
more trouble deciding where and what 
to focus on—a problem shared with 
some conventional lens designs. Manual 
focusing is possible, but some designs are 
easier to work with than others. JVC's 
S-VHS-C GR-SX90 and Canon’s 8mm 
UCI, for example, have tiny buttons 
that move the inner lens electronically. 
There’s no barrel to turn. 

Sony solved the problem on its TR81 
and CCD-TRIO1, which let you focus 
manually as you would with a 35mm 
SLR, by rotating the lens barrel. But you 
don’t have to turn it very far. When the 
lens is at maximum wide-angle, it only 
takes a quarter turn of the barrel to rack 
the lens on the TR81 all the way from its 
closest macro setting to infinity. How- 
ever, you have no manual control of the 
zoom —you’re stuck with the speeds 
available through the zoom motor. 

Full-range, inner-focus lenses are 
fast and responsive, which is a plus. But 
their speed can be a drawback in the au- 
tofocus mode, when the slightest change 
in a composition can cause the lens to 
refine the focus, throwing the image into 
a distracting blur for a split second. 

For that reason, I’ve learned to tog- 
gle between the manual and autofocus 
modes on my TR81, relying more on the 
autofocus setting only in bright light, 
where as a contrast averaging system, it 
works the best. In other situations, the 
combination of a wide-angle setting and 
bright light almost turns the lens into a 
fixed-focus optic, allowing you to turn 
off the autofocus completely, and just 
point and shoot. 

Full-focus optics have changed the 
way I look at camcorders. When | at- 
tend trade shows and conventions, I al- 
most always carry a camera with me. 
Now, I’ve begun to take a camcorder as 
well. A year ago, I took an 8mm model 
with conventional optics to one show, 
and found out how awkward it was to 
use when I wanted to record video 
memos of the small details of new cam- 
corders, VCRs and accessories. At the 
minimum focusing distance, I was too 
far away from the subject, while the 
macro mode called for a working dis- 
tance that wasn’t always possible. 

These problems disappear with full- 
range optics and I, for one, am grateful. 
And so should be every parent or pet 
owner who has tried in vain to capture 
the spontaneous antics of kids and ani- 
mals on tape, neither of which tend to 
stay in one place for long. 

There’s no doubt this wonderfully 
convenient feature is long overdue, and 
will continue to spread to other makes 
and models. a

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get until you ask. Call a day ahead. 

e@ Tell a tale. Think about the end 
product and the audience long before 
you start shooting, advises Brian Sissel- 
man, a producer/director/cameraman 
for Warren Miller Entertainment, per- 
haps the country’s best-known ski film- 
maker (see sidebar). Consider how long 
you want the video to be and what story 
you plan to tell. Sisselman suggests writ- 
ing a script or storyboard in the form of a 
checklist or a collection of index cards 
on which each scene is described. 

Once the preproduction work is 
done, you can use some of the tricks and 
tactics Sisselman has employed during 
12 years of making ski films. According 
to Sisselman, the best ways to capture 
skiing’s visual excitement are to change 
perspective regularly and limit scenes to 
six seconds. “Remember that in the new 
age of video and MTV, an audience is 
used to getting all the information it 
needs in a second,” he says. “Six seconds 
is more than enough time for them to 
get the whole story.” 

Whether you’re capturing an estab- 
lishing shot of the ski area’s access road 
or familiarizing headshots of family 
members who will be starring in the vid- 
eo, you can keep things interesting by 
taping cutaways. “After showing the 
family members, you might want to cut 
to a shot of the inside of the lodge or a 
close-up of a ski binding,” Sisselman rec- 
ommends. “Then maybe you can go 
back to\showing the family members 
putting on their skis. The cutaways keep 
your audience’s attention by giving it 
something different to look at.” 

What most people will want to look 
at, of course, is the action that takes 
place on the slopes. That’s where hot- 
shots perform aerial acrobatics and nov- 
ices bury themselves and every piece of 
equipment that’s attached to them in 
the snow. First, though, you must get to 
that action. Guys like Sisselman are of- 
ten ferried by helicopter right to the 
spot. But home videographers, even 
those who get assistance from the ski re- 
sort, will mostly have to move them- 
selves around. 

To do this, you'll probably need the 
same ski equipment everyone else is 
using, including poles. But you have 
other equipment to carry—at the very 
least a camcorder and a spare battery, 
and if you’re serious about getting good 
video, a tripod or monopod and lens 
adapters that will help you zoom in clos- 
er or get wide-angle shots. You might 
even want to carry a second pair of 
gloves, either fingerless or thinner than 











your regular ski gloves, to make operat- 
ing your camcorder's controls easier. 

Sisselman says the best way to carry 
gear is in a backpack. Backpacks can be 
rigged to carry folded tripods or mono- 
pods, and strapping your gear firmly to 
your back shouldn’t affect your skiing. 
Unless you take a real tumble, you're 
unlikely to land on your back and dam- 
age the equipment or impale yourself on 
a tripod —but be wary of the possibility. 

Owners of subcompact camcorders 
may be able to carry the tripod, sling the 
camcorder over a shoulder and stuff ac- 
cessories inside pockets. Because con- 
densation can form when a camcorder 
that has been out in the cold is suddenly 
warmed, it’s not a good idea to tuck it 
under your parka. For the same reason, 
don’t bring the camcorder into the lodge 
during breaks. 

Once you’ve licked the transporta- 
tion problem, you're ready to shoot. To 


‘capture the action of a ski race or shoot 


footage for skiing technique analysis, 
pick a spot near the bottom of the ski 
run where you can get a long, unob- 
structed view. Plant your camcorder on 
monopod or tripod and zoom in all the 
way. Wait for the skiers to get close 
enough to nearly fill your viewfinder, 
then try to maintain that perspective by 
zooming out as the skier closes in. A 
power zoom may work fine, particularly 
one with variable speeds. But if your 
camcorder allows it, zooming manually 
may provide more accurate tracking. In 
either case, allow your subject to ski out 
of the shot before you stop shooting. 

But don’t rely too heavily on that 
one shot. Remember Sisselman’s sugges- 
tions about variety and perspective and 
keep in mind his six-second rule. Take 
both close-ups and wide-angle shots and 
don’t forget the cutaways. You can also 
get variety by shooting from unusual lo- 
cations. For example, place the cam- 
corder on a glove on the snow and shoot 
straight up the slope. 

Another popular and effective shot 
is capturing your subjects as they exit a 
chairlift. But why not add variety by 
shooting them getting on the lift after 
you’ve gotten on the chair in front of 
them. A little patience and a lot of tim- 
ing and communication might also yield 
an overhead shot from the chairlift with 
your subjects skiing below you. 

Try shooting on slopes that aren’t 
too crowded and are a little less difficult 
than those your subjects might regularly 
ski. Your subjects will look their best, 
and you won’t have to worry about 
strangers skiing through a shot. 

Videotaping on kinder, gentler ter- 
rain has another advantage — it lets you 
get out on the snow with your subjects. 
Some of my favorite shots are the ones 
in which I skied with the camcorder 











running. That includes the time I was 
videotaping while skiing backwards and 
slid off the edge of the trail into a shal- 
low culvert. My surprised yelp and the 
onscreen tumble are funny stuff—espe- 
cially since the camcorder and my bones 
were unharmed by the fall. 

Such falls are avoidable if you learn 
to shoot without gluing your eyeball to 
the viewfinder. You'll be surprised how 
easy it is to ski while videotaping if you 
simply hold the camcorder away from 
your face. Use a wide angle to maximize 
your field of focus, keep your subject in 
the frame and minimize camera jiggle. 

You really don’t need a special cam- 
corder to shoot ski video. Of course, a 
compact model is generally better than a 
full-size one because it’s easier to trans- 
port and use while skiing. Weatherproof 
camcorders have obvious advantages, as 
do those with extra-long optical or digi- 
tal zoom capabilities. Wide-angle capa- 
bility is also important for depth of field 
and to minimize the shakes. Camcorders 
with image stabilization can be a real 
boon for obvious reasons. And a high- 
speed shutter is a must if you want to 
analyze your technique — without it, 
your still frames will be blurry. 

But just about any equipment used 
for videotaping any other activity can be 
used to produce good ski videos. The 
real key to great skiing video is you, the 
person using the equipment —and the 
amount of planning, practice and prepa- 
ration you put into the project. 5 


SHOOTING STAR 
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that graces nearly every Miller video: 
the hilarious scene in which hapless 
weekend warriors struggle to stay up- 
tight while getting off a chairlift. Miller 
usually shoots that scene at California’s 
Snow Valley, where, he says, “people 
who have never been to a ski area before 
come up from Beverly Hills and Bur- 
bank in their shorts and T-shirts to go 
skiing. It’s a script written in heaven.” 
One of the things Miller sees all the 
time is people doing strange things with 
video cameras. He says, “I’m constantly 
amazed when I see people taking some 
of the shots they’re going to have to sit 
and watch their whole lives — things like 
Uncle Clem taking 10 minutes to put on 
his ski boots. There are just three things 
that people need to do to take better 
videos: Shoot less, plan more and don’t 
pan static shots.” —SW

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32-INCH TV 
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(PIP) system and memory allows two 
sizes of PIP insets, variable inset place- 
ment, swap and all the usual PIP fea- 
tures plus sequence replay (which plays 
back the last two seconds of video in the 
inset). A digital memory can capture 
frames showing recipes or phone num- 
bers, and eight- or 16-picture channel 
indexes provide a series of tiny still pic- 
tures to show you what's on each chan- 
nel. Unfortunately, there’s no second 
tuner—you’ll have to connect a video 
source to take advantage of some PIP 
functions. 

There is also a remarkably user- 
friendly menu system in English, French 
and Spanish. The Program Pallette op- 
tion offers picture and sound presets for 
movies, sports, news, music and games, 
in addition to the usual video and audio 
adjustments. These presets change pic- 
ture, hue, color, brightness, sharpness 
and color temperature settings. We 
found them reasonable for the suggested 
program material, and the adjustment 
ranges for the manual controls are wide 
enough to please the most finicky view- 
er. The menu system also accesses a 
sleep timer, channel block, time display 
with a daylight-saving time option, 
channel captioning, scan programming, 
favorite channel selection and many 
other options. 

The handsome charcoal gray set has 
clean lines, with only a few front con- 
trols. These include buttons for demo, 
source selection and power, and rockers 
for volume and channel. A compart- 
ment at left contains video/stereo audio 
jacks that duplicate and have prece- 
dence over the video 3 input on the rear 
panel. There is no connector for S-vid- 
eo. The speakers add just eight inches to 
overall width. 

The rear panel carries spring-loaded 
clips for front and rear speakers, three 
columns of S-video/video/stereo audio 
input jacks, video/stereo audio jacks for 
loop-through output of the video 3 in- 
put, and S-video/video/stereo audio 
monitor output jacks, which output the 
same signal being displayed onscreen. 
There are also fixed- and variable-level 
stereo audio outputs above mini jacks 
for Control S in and out. In the last col- 
umn on the right are RF connectors for 
VHF/UHF /cable input, plus an auxiliary 
input and a loop-through output for use 
with a cable box. 

The remote controls up to three 
VCRs, a laserdisc player and a cable 
box. It uses programmed code sets to ac- 
commodate many different brands of 





video products, so it’s very easy to set 








up. It also has a learn function, so it can 
control brands and models for which 
codes are not provided. 

Two buttons control the menu sys- 
tem. The first, labeled menu, gets you 
into the system. The second is a rocker 
that doubles as a push-button switch — 
just use the rocker to select the parame- 
ter you want to adjust, then push it 
down to enter that parameter. The rock- 
er then serves as a plus/minus adjust- 
ment control. 

A covered compartment contains a 
slide switch for VTR 1/2/3/MDP, VCR 
transport controls, plus and minus but- 
tons for picture adjustment, and buttons 
to activate the advanced PIP functions. 

The primary operating control is the 
remote, but using the set is a lot easier 
than the remote’s many buttons suggest. 
For regular TV viewing, there is no need 
to open the compartment. You even 
have basic controls for PIP, jump (last 
channel), digital memo, memo display 
and the sleep timer. Our mild objection 
to the menu design is that audio con- 
trols are distributed between three sub- 
menus rather than grouped together. 
Ease of use is excellent. 

~ The excellent picture is white bal- 
anced for a measured color temperature 
of 7,750 Kelvins with Trinitone (color 
temperature) set low, and 9,350 Kelvins 
with Trinitone high. Accuracy of colors 
is also excellent. 

The audio system is the best we’ve 
tested in a direct-view monitor. The ad- 
justment range is quite wide. Both Dol- 
by Surround and SRS sound good for 
movies, with our nod going to the Dolby. 
We wish Sony had provided for a sub- 
woofer. 

We compared the XBR? with Pan- 
asonic’s 31-inch SuperFlat, which also 
has a reduced-curvature screen, and 
with the XBR Pro we use as a reference. 
Our impression was that the XBR? and 
the SuperFlat looked surprisingly simi- 
lar. In fact, two sets of the same brand 
sometimes look less alike. Neither set 
matches the XBR Pro’s color accuracy — 
like all professional monitors, its color 
temperature is set much lower than that 
of consumer monitors—but the XBR2 
and the SuperFlat produce a more de- 
tailed picture. 

While the XBR2 is more expensive 
than the SuperFlat, it offers advantages. 
The focus in the corners of the XBR2 
picture looks sharper, its luminance/ 
chrominance separator performs better 
(so it will produce fewer hanging dots 
and dot crawl when fed by a VHS VCR 
or a laserdisc player with no S-video 
output), and while the SuperFlat sound 
system is good, the Sony sound system 
sets a new standard of performance for 
direct-view monitors. P|

houses joined by a breezeway), so Gwen 
(Goldie Hawn), a world-class seamstress 
at embroidering the truth, moves in.

| was cut from the final version. At the 








test screening, Martin told us, “it got a 
laugh, and both Frank and I and every- 
one said, ‘It got a laugh, but it’s too stu- 
pid. It’s too predictable.’ So it came out. 
It’s just a judgment call.” 

In figuring out “what if ” and mak- 
ing judgment calls, Martin credits intu- 
ition: “There can never be a comedy 
instruction book. There probably never 
has been...this is just too mercurial.” 
And the art of comedy is something he 
still strives to perfect in his acting career. 
“Once you finally learn something, at 
least in my case, you want to quit. It’s 
like stand-up: I did that,” he says. “But 
this is endless. This is about the human 
spirit and human characters, and it has 
this endless future. You can do it as long 
as you can do it, and it’s continually in- 
teresting.”

TIMESHIFT 


TEN YEARS AGO IN VIDEO MAGAZINE 
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We start 1983 with about 400 CED 
videodisc titles and roughly 350 laser- 
vision titles in stores. RCA predicts 
700 CEDs by the end of the year, and 
LV shouldn't be far behind...Do we 
really need 8mm video? With few 
exceptions, everyone who's “into vid- 
eo” today is either using Beta or 
VHS. So why not continue to use the 
two formats as long as possible, main- 
taining a standardized link to what 
has been sold in the past? The new 
format could lose a lot of money if an 
increasingly consumer-conscious 
public gets tired of seeing “new and 
improved” labels on stuff every six 
months...The Soviets are dealing 
with something they consider insid- 
ious—the mysterious appearance of 
VCRs within the U.S.S.R. Soviet of- 
ficials are concerned about the porn 
tapes Russkies have smuggled in, and 
movies like Dr. Zhivago which are 
considered subversive. Several dozen 
VCR owners have been arrested and 
some imprisoned...Television has 
not seen a technical breakthrough in 
close to 30 years; color was the last 
major innovation. But we may now 
be on the brink of two important de- 
velopments: high-resolution moni- 
tors and digital television...New 
videocassette releases this 
month include Star Trek II: The 
Wrath of Khan, My Dinner With An- 
dre and The Compleat Beatles...Video 
censorship has come up in a Con- 
necticut mental hospital: MTV has 
been banned from the Private Insti- 
tute for Living.

As Governor Clinton becomes President 
Clinton and Republican control of the 
federal bureaucracy passes into Demo- 
cratic hands, we wondered how the new 
administration will treat the new tech- 
nologies — from HDTV to the video dial 
tone —that are promising to dramati- 
cally change our viewing habits. Will 
Clinton and Gore sit tight on the poli- 
cies that affect these sciences or aggres- 
sively change them? Will they alter the 
ground rules governing high-tech R&D? 
Will they favor one technology over an- 
other? 

With the inauguration still to come, 
no one yet knows what specific technol- 
ogy policies to expect from the Clinton 
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administration. However, a briefing for 
Video Magazine by a senior Clinton/Gore 
technology adviser and a look at state- 
ments made during the campaign sug- 
gest that the administration will take an 
activist stance toward improving video 
technologies. In particular, we can look 
forward to: 

eA strong effort to build a national 
information highway. 

e An assault on policies that restrict 
the development of new telecommuni- 
cations media. 

@ The emergence of Vice President 
Gore as the administration’s high-tech 
point man. 

Clinton’s technology policy, released 
before the election, is revealing and spe- 
cific. The document supports the cre- 
ation of “a door-to- 
door information net- 
work to link every 
home, business, lab, 
classroom and library 
by the year 2015.” It 
proposes to “put pub- 
lic records, databases, 
library and educa- 
tional materials on 
line for public use to 
expand access to in- 
formation.” 

Such a network 
may well prove to be 
similar to that autho- 
tized by the High Per- 
formance Computing 
Act, which was spon- 
sored by Gore as a 
senator and signed 
into law by President 
Bush in the closing 
days of 1992. The leg- 
islation authorizes 
$2.9 billion for the 
development of a na- 
tional, high-speed 
computer network 
and increased fund- 
ing for computing 
R&D. The digital 
network, expected to 
be completed by 
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1996, will have enough capacity to per- 
mit two-way video communications. 
Gore, said the adviser, hopes it will dem- 
onstrate to Americans the benefits of a 
powerful fiber-optic highway designed to 
service homes, schools and businesses. 

Though it’s not stated, a fiber-optic 
network of this type could also carry 
HDTV programming, which raises one 
of the more immediate issues the admin- 
istration will face—the selection later 
this year of a U.S. HDTV transmission 
standard. In our briefing, it was sug- 
gested the new administration would 
not interfere with the HDTV process. 
“The one thing you can be sure of is that 
Clinton and Gore are eager to move for- 
ward and want to get that technology 
out there,” said the adviser. “There is no 
reason to stop the process.” 

But he added that we can expect the 
administration to attack policies that 
limit the development of new media. 
“We've got to change some of the tele- 
communications policies that date from 
the days when we had copper wire and 
voice and that was it.” The adviser cited 
the cable industry in particular as an 
area where competition needs to be in- 
creased. “We're talking about getting rid 
of some regulatory barriers and unleash- 
ing the private sector. We want to pro- 
tect the consumer, but in a way that 
gives companies clear rules and a stable 
environment.” 

Leading the charge will be Vice Pres- 
ident Gore who, Clinton announced 
during the campaign, would be given 
“the responsibility and authority to co- 
ordinate the administration’s vision for 
technology.” Described as “the techie on 
the ticket,” Gore made digital technolo- 
gy issues a specialty during his years as a 
senator. At home, he has three personal 
computers and regularly uses electronic 
mail to communicate with staff mem- 
bers. 

If all goes as expected, and Gore be- 
comes the Clinton administration’s 
technology chief, supporters of HDTV 
and other advanced video technologies 
will have little to fear and, perhaps, 
much to celebrate. a
